Plough Monday, as the first Monday 
after Twelfth Day is still styled, was 
formerly one of the chief festivals of the 
countryside, and marked the close of the 
Christmas holidays for the labourers. 
Though nominally a “ festival of return to 
work,” precious little work seems to have 
been attempted beyond wheeling a big 
wooden plough round the parish to collect 
funds for a jollification. The Jeader of 
this “ fool plough” dressed as a woman 
and carried a collecting-box, shouting and 
dancing and solicitinz subscriptions at the 
houses of the gentry and farmers. If con: 
tributions were refused the plough 
‘* bullocks ” would pull their instrument 
about the lawn. Relics of the old 
festivities linger not only in rural 
districts, but, of all unexpected places, in 
the City of London, where to-day the Lord 
Mayor will give a ‘‘ Plow Monday 
Dinner,” as it is styled, to all the Cor- 
poration officials. 


Bird Lore. 


In all directions in these days the 
interest in nature appears to be growing. 
The value of Zoological Gardens is dis- 
cussed, the preservation of flower and herb 
is a matter of public interest, and from 
all quarters is heard the demand for bird 
sanctuaries. Yet it seems that al! this, 
laudable as it is, is fostered by a minority 
who, from personal enthusiasm, have come 
to be the privileged depositories of nature 
lore.. I was roaming the countryside with 
some young folk not so very long ago, and 
I found that: they were unable to 
distinguish much closer than a crow, a 
gull; a sparrow and a robin. The other 
feathered folk were classified as “ that 
bird.” It was very nearly as bad with the 
flora. To open up the world of plants 
presents rather less difficulty than that of 
introducing young peonvle to the world of 
birds. One of the great forces that Jed to the 
revival of spiritual life at the end of the 
eighteenth century was the close observa- 
tion of nature, and it proved pregnant for 
good in an untold number. of directions. 
It would be a real benefit to the country 
if some scheme could be devised to ease 
the way to this sort of knowledge among 
the peonle. Curiously, it is not only towns- 
folk who are ignorant. The men of the 
country are equally circumscribed in their 
nature lore. An old fowler to whom I 
talked on this topic said that he did not. 
know above eight men in the county unon 
whom one covld rely for accurate infor- 
mation even about game birds. 


Prince Arthur. 


To-day brings a forty-sixth birthday to 
a very. popular member of the Royal 
Family, Prince Arthur of Connaught. 
Like his father, the Duke of Connaught, 
Sere = W he has followed a 
military career, and 
served during the war 
with the Scots 
Guards, though his 
exceptional linguistic 
attainments cau 
him to be much in 
demand with the 
Headquarters Staff. 
While the King’s 
sons were stil] in 
their ‘teens he took 
m part in many public 
cree functions on behalf 
Prince Artur. of His Majesty, and 
was entrusted with a 
number of important special missions to 
foreien rulers, notably the conveyance of 
the Garter to the late ‘Emperor of Japan ; 
while from 1920 to 1924 he displayed his 
administrative abilities as Governor- 
General of South Africa. Princess 
Arthur of Connaught is Duchess of Fite 
in her own right, and their son, Lord 
MacDuff, is heir, therefore, to a wonder- 
ful array of titles.

Scienco 
supplies the names of Kepler, Baron 
Fourier, Henry Bell, and the tutor cf 
Newton; and among the great soldiers 
will be found the names of Marshal 
Villeroi, and the very significant Russian, 
General.

Inventions uf a 30. 


One of the centennial events of this 
year will be the fiith centenary of the use 
of the word “ gentleman ” as a title. So 
far as can be ascertained, the word was 
first used in 1430, and even if 
it does not bear quite the same weight 
nowadays as it did in the past its 
centenary may, at least, be noted. Only 
a hundred years earlier, in 1330, cart 
catures originated ; and, a hundred years 
later, the popular strawberry was first 
introduced into England from Flanders. 
In 16350 several important things seem 
to have been discovered, amongst them 
being Epsom salts. the weight of the 
atmosphere, and the principle of the slidé 
rule, The actual slide rule was invented 
by one, Oughtred, in the same year. None 
of these discoveris are likely to enthuse 
any large body of people to organise 
centenary pageanis oor . exhibitions, 
although Epsom salts has surely done 
sufficient good to warrant something. 
In 1730 olives are said to have been first 
introduced into England from the Cape, 
and the same vear is given as the date of 
the discovery of porter, or entire, as it 
was called. The first attempt to spin 
cotton in England was made in 1780, with 
but small success, and in 1830 steel pens 
were introduced as substitutes for the 
aristocratic quill, 


Ghe Town Sergeant. 


Among all those familiar figures now 
lost in the mists of time, none was more 
important in the life of the Midland 
country town than the Town Sergeant. 
Children of thirty years ago regarded him 
with awe as he went about his duties in 
his modestly smart uniform piped with 
green, and his peaked cap. These duties 
seemed to extend cven to the children’s 
games, and when a small boy was seized 
with a desire.to splash his white sailor 
suit by jumping heavily into a puddle in 
the roadway, it was the Town Sergeant 
that restrained him, gently but firmly. 
In one Midland town the Sergeant’s 
salary was fixed at £18 per annum, with 
an additional £6 for. his work as sub- 
sanitary inspector. His official dutics 
were variod without being at all arduous ; 
but the day after a heavy fall of snow was 
a busy one for him, as he went about tact- 
fully pointing out to the householders the 
need for each one to have the snow 
cleared away from the bit of pavement 
immediately opposite his door. 


Che Brazil Ambassador. 


Mr. William Seeds, who has been 
appointed His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Rio de Janeiro, has had a varied 
diplomatic experience which will fit him 
well for his new post. ' 

He.went into the Diplomatic Service in 
1904, after he studied at Rugby, and he 
has serv at Washington, Peking, 
Athens, Lisbon, Berlin and Munich, and 
at other cities. In 1 he was appointed 
His Mayjesty’s Minister’ at Bogota 
(Colombia); two years later he went to 
Caracas, and in 1926 transferred to 
Durayyo. latterly he has been British 
High Commissioner. on. the--Inter-Allied 
Rhineland High Commission. 

Mr. Seeds will carry with him the good 
wishes of many Irish friends; for he has 
close associations with Dublin. He is the 
son of the late Mr. Robert Seeds, Q.C., 
LL.D., who was Queen’s Advocate- 
General, and of Lady Seeds-Kaye, ot 
Fitzwilliam square, Dublin, whose death 
took place last year. Mr. Seeds is forty- 
eight years of age. 

Mr. Robert Seeds was formerly 
prominent for many years in the legal and 
public life in.

Housing.

_ Great strides have been made in Dublin 
in the last few years towards the better 
housing of the working-class population, 
as the miles of new suburbs, with their 
own SS churches, schools, etc., show ; 
but we have still a long way to go before 
we can hope to rival, in this country, the 
best continental models. If our Housing 
Commissioners could be sent to Vienna to 
study how the pore has been tackled 
there, they would see, instead of miles of 
identical little houses, fine blocks of flats, 
not in the least institutional-looking or 
barrack-like, but an ornament to any 
town. They are set in open spaces, sur- 
sseusnecin é by ree; ane flowers, and, 
mvariably, a ‘* splashing-pool’’ is pro- 
vided for the children, see, in the ‘hot 
weather, they play about in the sunshine 
in the minimum of clothing. The build- 
ings themselves are usually four storeys 
high, there are balconies, and nearly 
every window has its window-box with 
flowers. Central heating does away with 
any pellution of the atmosphere from soft- 
coal: smoke. Everywhere around ‘the 
building waste-paper receptacles are pro- 
vided, and the dwellers seem to take a 
pride in keeping the surroundings neat 
and tidy. : 


“Dust Bin:. 
ae 


One thing which would immediately 
strike the observer from Dublin, if he 
happened to be outside one of these apart- 
ment houses in the early morning, would 
be the neat row of dust bins, tin or zine 
upright boxes, rather like large milk cans, 
ell with their lids tightly closed. When 
the dust-cart, which is completely 
enclosed, drives.up. the remarkably clean- 
looking driver lifts the bins in turn, and 
fits the lids into a space of the exact size 
at the back of the cart. A lever is pulled, 
and the contents of the bin are emptied 
into the cart without a speck of dust 
coming into contact with the air. This 
is only one of the many things which 
fill the observer with astonishment and 
enthusiasm. Take, for instance, the 
kindergartens which are provided on the 
ground-floors of these. buildings, where 
mothers can leave their young. children 
all day if they please. Here are spotless 
blue and white tiles, colourful curtains 
and pictures, tiny white-painted tables 
and chairs; and, instead of a dull 
number, every child is given an erablem, 
such as a tree, a clock, a bird, etce., to 
paint or sew on its belongings.

Luttrelstown House, where the .Ward 
Union and Meath Hunt balls are being 
held this month, is a building of con- 
siderable historic interest. The estate 
was granted to the Luttrel family in the 
reign of King John. but passed into other 
hands during the Elizabethan and Crom- 
wellian periods. It was again the 
property of the Luttrels in 1672. hut 
Simon Luttrel, who was one of the 
members for Co. Dublin in King James's 
Parliament of 1689. forfeited his interest 
in the. estate durng the ensuing 
confiscations. 

The beauty of the Luttrelstown demesne 
excited the admiration of a certain Prince 
Puckler Muskau, who was travelling in 
Ireland towards the end of the eighteenth 
century. He describes the scenery as the 
most beautiful of its kind that can be 
imagined, 


A Cromwellian Soldier. 


The most interesting personality in the 
history of Luttrelstown was Colonel 
Hewson, Governor of Dublin, who. repre- 
sented the county in Cromwell’s Parlia- 
ment of 1654.

spread opposition amongst all sections of 
the community. Not alone have the 
Southern Law Association and the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners protested against 
such a step being taken, but at the last 
meeting of the local Rotary Club the 
feelings of the citizens regarding the 
tendency to centralise legal business in 
Dublin were voiced in no uncertain terms. 

Mr. J. J. Horgan, one of the leading 
members of the legal profession in Ireland, 
declared that this possibility of reducing 
the jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts was, 
in effect, a challenge to the principle set 
out in the Courts of Justice Act of 1924. 
One of the suggestions, that Dublin and 
Cork should. enjoy Cireuit Court juris- 
diction to the extent of £3500 was 
virtually impossible, having been put 
forward with the view of preventing the 
commercial bodies of those two centres 
from making any clamour. It was per- 
fectly obvious, however, that if “they were 
to have a Circuit Court system it would 
have to be the same for the whole country, 
but the question was one, not for the 
lawyers, but for the community. “ The 
Courts are for the service of the people,” 
added Mr. Hogan, “ and it is up to the 
commercial organisations to make such 
representations that the attempt, which 
undoubtedly would be made, would not 
prove successful.’’ 


BUSINESS MEN'S VIEWS. 


The views expressed by Mr. Horgan 
were supported by a number of well-known 
business men, including Mr. J. C. 
Foley, Mr. Braham Sutton, Mr, F.

SALMON FISHING PROSPECTS. 


The value of fox-hunting and angling 
are scarcely appreciated to their full 
extent as national assets to this country: 
the number of visitors attracted to Ireland 
at a period when there is a dearth of 
ordinary tourists is not generally realised. 
Nevertheless, their presence is felt in 
virtually every sporting district through- 
cut the length and breadth of the 
country. In County Cork numerous large 
houses which have been vacant for several 
years are now occupied by their wealthy 
'patrcns, and never before have the various 
hunt clubs been more active. (One satis- 
factory feature of the revival, apart alto- 
yether from the increased employment 
afforded in many directions, is the fillip 
given to the horse-breeding indusiry.

OVERCROWDING OF "BUSES. 


On more than one occasion in the past 
reference has been made in this column 
to the dangers of overcowding in omni. 
buses. Fortunately, there has been a 
freedom from serious loss of life throuch 
this cause in the Cork area, but this fact 
furnis;e: no excuse for inaction. In all 
parts of the province prosecutions for 
this offence are frequent, but the punisi- 
ment inflicted does not ac; as any 
deterrent. The Civic Guard authorit 
exercise the powers vested in t..em, and 
are extremely vigilant, but until the fines 
imp are sufficient to deter drivers 
from carrying more than the legal number 
of passengers the offence will continiie. 
The subject was again aired at a recent 
meeting of the Cork County Council, when 
one of the members, Mr. J, Barry, stat 
that on that day he had travelled to Cork 
in a “bus containing between fifty and 
sixty people—almost double the lez! 
number of passengers. Such an ex- 
perience is by no means unusual durin: 
the summer months, when ‘buses are r 
turning at a late hour from some of thc 
popular resorts. On these occasions, and 
during the trying weather of the past few 
weeks it is impossible to place all the 
blame on the conductor. Most os are 
only too pleased to be accommodated, how- 
ever uncomfortably ; but at the same time, 
in the interests of public safety the 
companies concerned should be compelled 
to make more adequate arrangements for 
the transport of their passengers. 


THE LANDING OF TOURISTS. 


As an important gateway to freland. 
the question of providing better facilities 
for the disembarcation of tourists 
at the port of Cork is of more 
than local interest. The definite strides 
made by Galway within the past fev 
years, as a rival port of call for trans 
Atlantic liners, have made it imperative 
that the problem of the southern harbour 
should be seriously considered. Increas- 
ing numbers of visitors are landed here 
annually not only from America, but also 
from the European continent, but little 
has been done to meet the requirements. of 
this growing volume of traffic during the 
peak period. 

Several complaints have been made hy 
passengers who have landed either in the 
late hours of the night or in the early 
morning, regarding the difficulty of 
getting luggage after landing, but thie 
chief grievance is attributed to the in- 
adequate facilities for handling luggace. 
These were considered at a recent con- 
ference of representatives of the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners, Irish Tourist 
Development Association, Queenstown 
Urban District Council, the Great 
Southern Railways, and other bodies in- 
terested in the question.

CRITICS OF THE PRESS, 

The Press, he said, was criticised from two 
opposing angles. They were told that it was 
a tyrannous institution, which could make 
them do and say, and even think, what it 
liked by the power of masked suggestion; 
and, on the other side, they were told that 
the Press had, in truth, no mind of 
iis own, and no policy of its own. 
loth these statements were in a sense true, 
In all Governments, however tyrannous, they 

ust take account, to some extent, the 
‘eelings of the governed, There was a limit 
beyond which they could not go, and a news- 
paper was limited in its ambition to impose 
views on its readers by the taste and patience 
of those readers. Hence there was a delicate 
equipoise of torces between the Press and 
the public. The true artist in journalism 
wanted to take up some idea which is already 
aimly present to the mind of the public, and 
to popularise it so effectively that he could 
aimost pass as the inventor of it. 


| A KIND OF GOVERNESS. 

he Press, Father Knox added, is a kind 
o! governess that must, first, for the sake of 
peace, find out what game the children want 
to play, and then for the sake of discipline 
appear to have been the originator of the 
idea. All this was not to say that the Press 
exercised no wer. It crystallised and 
focussed public sentiment, and if it did not 
dictate to them what they were to say, it 
uiade them go on saying what they were 
saying, with more confidence and less fear 
i contradiction.

" STUPID, NON-REFLECTIVE 
REACTION.” 

It was the function of the Press to mirror 
their modern hfe, and if it showed a_disposi- 
tion on the part of the public to talk plati. 
tudes about religion then the Press could not 
he blamed for reflecting that tendency in its 
columns. He thought that tMe publicity 
given in the newspapers to correspondents 
of that kind had tended to fix in the minds 
of the nation a stupid, non-reflective reaction 
against all forms of organised religion with. 
out supplying, even from the most Ijberal 
point of view. any adequate substitute to take 
the place of it. 

This relicion of the hicher journaliste— 
that remnant sale of traditional theology to 
which they treated them—was net going te 
have any effect on the minds of the younger 
generation. 

It was the religion of middle-aged people 
who felt they want a religion, and must 
needs invent a religion to supply the want. 
It was a specialised sort of product which 
had nothing to do with life or the actual 
problems of life, and for that reason was 
futile. One result of the boom it was given. 
in the Fress was that it could lower in 
men's minds the very idea of religion by 
making them think of religion as something 
apart from life—a delicacy for the epicure— 
and that traditional theology had been tried 
and found wanting. If that Wis the only 
tradition handed on to the next generation, 
he thought that when they grew up English- 
men, appreciating where their elders had 
failed, would look about them, and, becom. 
ing conscious of their loss, and sweeping 
away this 35 1-3 per cent. theology into 
the waste paper bailí, and turn to the old 
way of thinking. If that should be the 
result they oe owe nothing to the news- 
paper prophets of their ówn time, except a 
debt of gratitude for showing how barren 
they were of religious inspiration, and 
how little understanding they had of man's 
nature or of the external majesty of God. 
(Applause.) 

EXTENT OF NEWSPAPER INFLUENCE. 
e The Rev. Aubrey Gwynn, 8.J., moving a 
vote of thanks to Father Knox, said that 
they had to consider what was the influence 
of the average modern paper upon. the 
average reader. He was far from pessimis- 
tic in the matter. If there were papers in 
their midst that reflected a mentality that 
was not their Caholic mind, the fault was 
not with the Press, but with the modern 
world. He doubted also whether 
these papers had anything like the influence 
attributed to them, and he believed that most 
of their readers had so little the habit of 
thinking and reflecting on what they read 


-that they took far less harm than might be 


imagined from them. He referred to the 
urgent need in a Catholic country of a 
Catholic Press that shall reflect the Catholic 
mind of the Catholic people. And added: 
“I honestly believe that the Catholic Press 
we have in this country—the ordinary daily 
and weekly Press, edited by Catholics and 
written by Catholics, to be read by 
Catholics—is substantially a good Press. I 
believe it is doing an immense amount of 
d amongst us, and getting very little 
credit for what it does. What we need is 
itive instruction; and I hold that we have 
a Catholic Press here in Ireland that gives, 
not merely adequate reports, but full promi- 
nence, to all that is of real value in Catholic 
news. There are faults, no doubt, but I be- 
lieve that if, in spite of an increasingly large 
influence of the modern Press and the cinema, 
the Catholic faith in this country was never 
stronger than it is to-day, it is because our 
e are receiving in one way or other the 
positive instruction they need, and we owe a 
real debt of gratitude to the Catholic Press, 
which, often in work thankless. enough 
conveys to us that positive instruction we so 
sorely need.’’ 

The ordinary Catholic Press of this country 
reflected very faithfully the Catholic mind, 
It was more representative of the Catholic 
mind than some papers, which, sincerely, no 
doubt, but vehemently, and sometimes in a 
manner that could best be described as grossly 
provocative, were stirring up in this country 
a Catholic propaganda which, when looked 
into, conveyed extraordinarily little in the 
way of positive instruction, and which never 
wéaried of a policy of personal abuse. 

He áirid to some oí their Catholic 

iodicals which were so fond of advertisin 

hemselves as Catholic periodicals, and o 
printing the name ‘‘ Catholic”’ on the title 
page, and said that, while he respected their 
sincerity and did not question their motives, 
he feared that there was a tendency to-day 
to defend Catholic truth and principles in a 
way which was better calculated to injure the 
cause of Christian charity than to promote 
the cause of Catholic truth,

pressed too insistently. 

Divisions would continue as long as every 
section of the Charch considered that those 
divisions , were the fault of somebody gisé. 
The American Church some twenty years 
ago put forw proposals to bring the 
different Churches together to consider their 
divisions and the reasons for them, and those 
roposals took shape in the Lausanne Con- 
erence of 1927. Meanwhile, our.own. Church, 
on the occasion of the last meeting of the 
Bishops of the Anglican Communion. at 
Lambeth in 1920, took the step.of issuing an 
appeal to the Churches of Christ throughout 
the world. “The time has come, we believe,”’ 
the -assembled Bishops said, “for all the 
separated groups of Christians to agree in for- 
getting the things which are behind, and 
reaching out towards the goal of a re-united 
Catholic Church.” : 

THE GROWTH OF FELLOWSHIP. 

Since then there had been a very marked 
growth of the spirit of fellowship between the 
divided Churches. Apart altogether from the 
confernces held at Stockholm in 1925 and 
Lausanne in 1927, both of which he (Dr. 
Gregg) had attended, this growth was seen in 
three ways :— : 

First, there had been a notable increase in 

ill between the different religious 
which had im considerable degree 
replaced isolation, jealousy and suspicion; 

Secondly, there has been, in England, 
Ireland, America, Australia and India a readi- 
ness on the part of the separated commupions 
to meet in conference and discuss in a spirit 
of friendly fellowship the differences which 
separated them, as well as the likenesses 
which united them. There had been most 
fruitful and instructive debates between repre- 
sentatives of the Church of England and, what 
were called in England, the Free Churches. 
The path to agreement had not yet been 
found, but difficulties centuries old could not 
be removed in a day; 

And, third, the various Churches had 
joined with one another in many matters of 
Civic’ and social importance, where their 
united action had vastly strengthened their 
witness for righteousness. 

WORLD ALLIANCE. 

One of the most remarkable of movements 
to-day was that which went by the name of 
the World Alliance for Promoting International 
Fellowship through =the Churches. It had 
done a great deal towards creating and 
encouraging the atmosphere in which the 
various movements towards understanding 
and agreement between the Governments of 
European countries and America were grow- 
ing and flourishing. 

““On a quite small scale within our own 
Dublin community,” said the Archbishop, 
“we have the Dublin Christian Citizenship 
Council, consisting of representatives of dif- 
ferent churches, who can all co-operate on 
issues where public righteousness is in ques- 
tion. I Jook with great hope to a further 
extension of this method of working. Where 
we do agree we can join forces and throw 
our united weight into the scale on the side 
of public right. 

“ But far more important than mere 
friendship or federation between different 
nations and different churches is the 
unity of the Church of God. .. .

For instanee, in the n- 
ferences of their Bishops which met at regular 
intervals at Lambeth certain conclusions 
were arrived at to which they attached great 
importance: On the last occasion of the Bishops’ 
assembly there was an utterance which closély 
bore upon the subject of their thoughts that 
morning. - The: Bishops then declared that 
they acknowledged all those who believed in 
the Lord Jesus Christ and had been baptised 
into the name of the Holy Trinity, as sharing 
with them membership .in the universal 
Church of Christ which is His body. 

So they had before them two conceptions of 
the Church. and its unity; one dinvolving a 
belief in an accomplished fact which was 
narrow and exclusive; the othéersinvolved a 
belief that the unity of the Church was as yet 
a matter of faith, not of sight, and was a 
broad and'tolerant one: On that basis they 
prayed for the whole state of Christ's Church 
militant here on earth. 

THE CHURCH’S ENEMIES. 

Let them not think that the Church’s 
enemy was any other Church. .Her only 
enemies were the world, the flesh and the 
devil, Let them not think, either, that their 
prayers implied the expectation that any one 
Christian organisation wotild absorb all the 
rest, or that all Roman Catholics would turn 
Protestants, or Protestants Roman Catholics. 
What their prayess did imply was the shame 
of their present riva] and competing organisa- 
tions, their not infrequent cutsgndiionte, the 
consequent weakening of their efforts acainst. 
the common foe, especially in the mission 
field. Their prayers implied, too, that no 
Christian Church as long as it was living in 
isolation was perfectly fulfilling the will of 
God. Narrowness and isolation lead naturally 
to one-sided development in doctrine and 
practice, and tended to make people forge’ 
the one Father of all. who is over all, and 
through all, and in all.

Civil Flying. 

According to the Aviation Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph, the British Air 
Estimates for the coming year are likely 
to make provision for increased expendi- 
ture on civil flying. Hitherto Britain has 
lagged behind other, Powers in this re- 
spect. Although her airmen have led tlie 
world in the development of civil aviation 
--two Britons were the first to fly across 
the Atlantic—the Government -has been 
slow to recognise the importance of aerial 
progress, and has allowed the lead to pass 
into other hands. 
have gone since the Atlantic was crossed 
by a British machine; yet Britain still is 
without a single air service within her 
shores. British air lines operate between 
‘London and the Continent, and there is a 
regular mail service to India; but up to 
the present no British cities are joined by 
aeroplanes. It is to be hoped: that some- 
thing will be done soon to fepair this 
strange omission. During the last few 
years several attempts have been made to 
establish air. services between Great 
Britain and Ireland, but lack of sufficient 
funds has been an insuperable obstacle. 
Colonel Russell, formerly of the Free 
State Air Force, has done more than 
one man’s work to convince the Govern- 
ment of the Saorstdt, and the people 
generally, of the importance to the new 
Ireland of aerial development. Last year 
he conducted an experimenta! flight 
between London and Galway with mails 
from New York, and achieved a notable 
success; but, although British and.

The English seaside resorts do not sleep 
through the winter like “ th’ hibernating 
bear.” Brighton, the maligned of the 
wntelligentsia, has on hand a scheme of 
improvements on which it is prepared to 
spend £3,000,000. Among the proposed 
improvements are new hotels, promenades 
and bathing-pools, and a new coast road. 
Nearly all the English resorts are expend- 
ing large sums on their decoration. 
Bournemouth is building a promenade at 
a cost of £67,000, and Scarborough a 
£25,000 tennis ground. It is:notable that 
few..of these watering-places have any 
beauty of their own. Ireland, on the other 
hand, has a naturally lovely coastline:

Turntable for Motors. 


St. Helea’s place, Bishopsgate, a : 
and ancient backwater in the City, 1: 
have the first street turntable for motor 
cars in London. It is a private roadway, 
owned by the Worshipful Company oí 
Leather Séllers, and so narrow that onl 
with the greatest difficulty can cars be 
turned in it. One side is occupied by th: 
i@ather Sellers’ Hall, in which numerous 
trade meetings and social functions are 
held; while the other side is occupied 
ky office buildings, whose tenants are pe'- 
mitted to park their cars in St. Helen's 
place. The turntable, now in course of 
construction, is of steel, with a diameter 
of eighteen feet, and, as it will be 
mounted on hall-bearings, it will be 
easily operated by hand. The saving of 
time involved will be very great. 


Fast French Warships. 
Speed is to be the distinguishing charac- 


teristic of the new French warships, an‘ 
six large destroyers or flotilla leaders are 
to be laid down, from which a speed of 
forty-one knots is expected. They are to 
have a displacement of 2,750 tons each 
and, though nominally engined for a spee:l 
of thirty-nine knots, they are expected to 
be at least one knot faster than the re 
cently completed vessels, Valmy and 
Verdun, which have attained speeds up to 
forty knots. There is a general tendency 
for vessels of this type, now known as 
destroyers or flotilla leaders, to increase 
in size and speed, so that actually ther 
approach the type formerly known as 
light cruisers, but no country hitherto 
has aimed at a speed of forty-one knots, 
which is equivalent to about forty-seven 
Isnd miles an hour.

It is true that there 
may not yet have been devised a com- 
plete machinery of sanctions to enforce the 
Various peace agreements now in existence, 
but in the meantime much has been done, 
and His Majesty’s Government place con- 
siderable trust in the fact that fifty-six 
countries have declared their intention to 
renounce war as an instrument of national 
policy, and to resort only to pacific means 
for the settlement of international dis- 
putes. 

Unless a beginning in the reduction of 
naval armament is held to be justified by 
the measure of security already achieved 
through the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, the quadruple treaty relating to 
the Pacific, the treaties of Locarno, the 
signature of the Optional Clause of the 
Statute of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice by thirty-three 
countries, and, finally, the Treaty for the 
Renunciation of War, public expectation 
will be disappointed, the tendency towards 
an ®xpansion in arms, which is only too 
evident already, will develop, and the 
nations will be taught once more, in 
practice, to trust only to military prepara- 
tions for their security. 

His Majesty’s Government earnestly 
hope that the nations attending the 
London Conference may, by agreement on 
reduced naval strengths, register their 
confidence ‘in the great advance made since 
the war in. the . provision. of national 
security by political agreement. 

Hlis Majesty’s Government observe with 
interest the distinction drawn in the 
trench Memorandum between the Pact of 
Paris and the Covenant of the League. 
They would suggest, however, that the two 
cocuments may also be regarded as com- 
plementary, one of another. From this 
standpoint the Pact of Paris, by its re-

that the approach to disarmament can 
best be facilitated by attacking the 
problem in detail, as is now proposed at 
the Naval Conference. In the end a com- 
plete disarmament agreement must cover 
the whole field of arms, and steady and 
continuous work will uired until 
that field has been covered. They, there- 
fore, join the French Government in 
earnestly hoping that the Conference will 
result in an agreement which will com- 
mend itself to all the Powers represented 
on the Preparatory Commission, and, by 
facilitating the task of that body, hasten 
the summoning of a general Disarmament 
Conference. 

As regards Part II,, Section á, of the 
Memorandum, His Majesty's Government 
note with. satisfaction that the French 
Government, while taking due account of 
the naval requirements imposed by 
France’s geographical position, will, like 
His Majesty’s Government, continue to 
observe strict moderation in the appraise- 
ment of their needs, and that the French 
delegation will have no difficulty in indi- 
cating the extent of the tonnage required 
to meet the needs of their country, 


MEDITERRANEAN POWERS. 

His Majesty's Government have learnt 
with interest the views of the French 
Government regarding the desirability of 
a treaty of mutual guarantee and non- 
agression between the Mediterranean 
Powers. They agree that the Four-Power 
Treaty relating to the Pacific, which 
resulted from the Washington Confer- 
ence, exerted a happy influence upon the 
negotiation for the Washington Naval 
Treaty. His Majesty’s Government would 
only point out at this stage that a treaty 
such as that sugges by the French 
Government appears to go considerably 
further than the Pacific Treaty above- 
mentioned, which provided only for the 
summoning of a conference for the settle- 
ment of controversies, and for joint con- 
sultation in the face of aggressive action. 
Inasmuch as all the Mediterranean 
Powers are members of the League of 
Nations, it would appear that facilities 
already exist for joint consultation in the 
event of need. There is a great measure 
of security in this, but His Majesty's 
Jovernment would be glad to exchange 
views on the subject with all the Powers 
concerned. 

In conclusion, His Majesty’s Government 
note with particular pleasure the opinion 
exp by the French Government that 
none of the problems mentioned in their 
memorandum amount to _ irremovable 
obstacles, and they share entirely the 
confidence felt by the French Government 
‘that there will be cordial co-operation 
amongst the delegations to promote the 
great aims cf the Conference, and that 
success will terminate their labours.

JEWS’ PEACE MEETING 
IN BERLIN. 


VIEWS OF FEUCHTWANGER 
AND EINSTEIN, 
From Revuter’s ‘Corresponvenr: 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

A big public meeting of the “‘ Jewish 
Peace League '” was opened’ to-day with a 
speech by Dr. Wassermann, a director of 
the Deutsche Bank, on the League’s aims 
and significance. He declareed that the 
slur cast upon Jews from many sides that 
they were cowards. was not. justified, and 
that the Jews had moreover. been fighting 
for their rights and existence ‘for 
centuries. 

Dr. Leon. Feuchtwanger, author of 
“Jew Suss,” discoursed on “the over- 
coming of the militant spirit ’’ from the 
philosophic standpoint, quoting a number 
of apposite Biblical passages. 

Dr. Albert Einstein sent a inessage to 
the meeting, saying that Jews were 
thoroughly imbued with the peace spirit. 
Their lack of power had made a hard 
school for them,, but had preserved them 
from ** intellectual and moral ruin.” 

“ Jews to-day,’’ he declared, “should 
head the peace movement.’’. He proposed 
that: every Jew should pay an annual 
peace tax of one mark, to be collected by 
women and girls. Agreements and 
fraternisation between nations must be no 
longer on paper, but must be instilled in 
the hearts of humanity. 

Rabbi die Priuz appealed to youth, 
pointing out that it was not enough to 
rely: only on Biblical and_post-Biblical 
quotations. “We,” he exclaimed, “ who 
are still thrilled by the last war, cannot 
find enlightenment for permanent peace 
in Biblical quotations, but only in our 
conscience. Peace is not realised through 


economic. and social readjystments.”’ 
Dr. Alfred Nossig and others also spoke 
on the ainis of the Jewish Peace League. -

VATICAN CITY, Saturday. 

The Pope has issued a new Encyclical 
on the education of children, which tor 
the first time in the history of the Ponti- 
fical Chancery is published in Italian 
instead of in Latin. It will soon be trans- 
lated into English; Spanish, German, 
French and other languages, 

The Encyclical deals lengthily with the 
supreme principles by which the educa- 
tion of children ought to be inspired, and 
the necessity to harmonise the new peda- 
vogic theories with Christian ideals. it 
enumerates the principal points of 
Christian education, which, it says, 
belongs to the Church, the family and the 
State. 

CHURGH'S DIVINE MANDATE. 

The Church has a divine mandate for 
the education of youth, joined with the in- 
fallible mission entrusted to the Church. 
The Church, therefore, has a leading part: 
in education, sharing this mandate with 
families, which come even before the 
State. To the State is reserved the com- 
plementary work: of education, without, 
however, taking the place to which the 
family and the Church is entitled. 

The State, continues the Encyclical. 
must avoid excesses where physical and 
military education are .concerned, In 
ceneral, the temporal power must not con- 
Alict with the spiritual power, just as 
reason must not conflict with faith. There 
must be scientific liberty, coupled with 
didactive Jiberty. 

SEXUAL EDUCATION OPPOSED. 

The Encyclical strongly opposes peda- 
gogic naturalism, being especially severe 
against sexual education and co-education. 
It.deplores the present low condition of 
society, which, it says, has been rendered 
worse by historical conditions. The social 
atmosphere of schoole-cam bé-organised by 
the State, but the ate - mast avoid the 
damage caused by la¥ schools, or even by 
neutral schools, no less than. that caused 
by mixed schools: in Countries where 
different religions: co-exist...

CARDINAL MAGRORY'S 


From Our Own ComRmesPonDent. 3 
ARMAGH, Sunday. 
To-day in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Arn ; 
a Solemn High Mass, Coram Cardinalli, was 
celebrated by the Rey. Arthur, Toner, C.O. 
The deacon and sub-deacon respéctively were 
the Rev. Joseph Pentony, C.C., and the Rev. 
J. A. Conram, C.M. The Rev. Lea McDonald, 
C:.M., officiated as Master of Ceremonies. ‘The 
assistants at the Throne were the Very Rev, 
Thomas Rafferty, C.M., President, St. 
Patrick’s Cailegs and the Rev. Cornelius 
Murphy, C.M., dt. Patrick's College. 
Ascending the pulpjt,. Cardinal MacRory 
thanked those present and through them the 
priests and people of all the surrounding dis- 
tricts for the magnificent welcome they had 
iven him on his return from Rome. 1t was 
indeed a glorious welcome, for which he could 
never be sufficiently grateful. He knew well 
that the reception was not given merely to 
him personally; it was given to their Arch- 
bishop—to the successor of St. Patrick, to the 
first Cardinal Primate who was a son of the 
Arch-Diocese and educated before he went to 
Maynooth in the Seminary of Armagh; and, 
finally, it was given to one who. had just 
been ‘signally honoured. by the Vicar of 


Christ. i 
ST. PATRICK. 

Viewed in these lights it was not merely, 
or perhaps even mainly a tribute to him 
personally; it was an expression of their 
veneration and love for St. Patrick and his 
successors; it was an expression of their 
ardonable pride that for the first timesa 

rimate, who was a son of the Arch-Diocese, 
had been raised to the dignity of the Roman 
Purple, and finally it was a manifestation of 
their gratitude to our Holy Father Pius XI. 
for the great honour he: had done Armagh 
and Treland. In saying this he did not mean 
or pretend to minimise in any way the very 

eat compliment that been paid to 
imsélf personally, | 

Continuing, the Cardinal said that from the 
days of St, Patrick Ireland was closely united 
to the Apostolic See, 8&t. Patrick was sent 
by Pope Celestine, and the Church he 
founded, like every other Church in Christen- 
dom at the time, acknowledged, and con- 
tinued to acknowledge, the supremacy of the 
Roman See. He knew that there were some 
people outside their Church who questioned, 
or even presumed to deny, this. While he 
was in Rome a Belfast paper had been sent 
to him with an editorial article purporting 
to disprove the statement he made in Rome— 
that the early Irish Church acknowledged 
the authority of Rome; and, even since his 
return he had received another issue of the 
same paper in which similar views were ex- 
pressed, supported by similar attempts at 
arcliment; but ‘he felt-bound to say that he 
had seldom read on 4 grave question such a 
sorry production. ° He had been a professor 
for many years, and- he had no hesitation in 


saying ‘that he would have refused a pass to 


any student who would advance such flimsy 

and frivolous or irrelevant arguments in 

support of a vitally important conclusion. 
ST. COLUMBANUS.. 

Thus, because there was. considerable 
independence -in, Ireland in matters of dis- 
cipline--such as the celebration of. Easter or 
the form of clerical tonsure—-these people rush 
to the conclusion that Roman supremacy was 
denied, even in matters essential. “Because 
St, Columbanus spoke boldly to the Pope or 
seemed even to challenge his persénal views, 
they rash to the conclusion that the saint 
denied’ Papal infallibility, showing clearly 


thereby that they have not the least idea of 


what our doctrine of infallibilitvy means; but 
he would not trouble them.further with such 
silly arguments, as they would only serve to 
show that their authors were innocent of even 


Church ‘began on ‘dependente of Rome 
followed from the fact that it was founded by 
an Apostle sent here by the Pope; that it 
continned in the same. deperidence is clear 
from the fact that throughout the centuries 
that followed Irish missionaries were received 
everywhere on the Continent of Europe and 
all over to-co-operate with the priests who 
were subject to Rome. 
MISSIONARIES. 

It would be easy to give a long list of such 
missionaries in early centuries—men like St. 
Columbanus, St. Gall, St. Fiacre. St. Fur- 
saeus, S8t. Killian, St. Catalidus, St. 
Frigidian, who laboured on the Continent and 
left: behind them churchxs fully dependent on 


me. 

Could this have happened if the Irish 
missionaries denied the supremacy of Rome? 
This yital. doctrine—vital from the beginning 
of Christianity—was never denied in the 
Churches’ founded or restored by our Irish 
missionaries, and thus one fact proves to 
conclusion what was the attitude of the 
Church here ‘in Ireland where these mission- 
aries were trained. 

Cardinal MacRory went on to ask: Did 
these people want.the world to believe that 
the early Irish Church was Protestant? 'Did 
they never know, or did they forget, that 
the early Irish Church had the liturgy in 
Latin, and that it had the Holy Mass and 
the invocation of Saints and confession, and 
fasting, and prayers for the dead; and, even 
in, St. Patrick's lifetime, as he states in his 
confession, multitudes of monks and virgins 
espoused to Christ, from all of which the 
Protestant Church, at any rate in Ireland, 
has travelled very far, 

THE FAITH, 

In vitw of the productions that he had 
seen in the Belfast paper, and of other 
similar ones which he knew to have appeared, 
but had not, seen, he thought it a duty to 
say something on this subject at the. earliest 
opportunity. Thank God, Ireland; as a wholz, 
had preserved the faith. that, St. Patrick 
brought here, and, as the great St. 
Celestine had sent St. Patrick. to their fore- 
fathers, supported py his authority and 
strengthened by his blessing, so, thank God, 
another great, Pope, Pius XI., had sent him- 
self back to them.a few days ago, supported 
by the same authority and strengthened by 
the same blessing.

The 
preservation of the faith here was not due 
to human strength or human endurance—it 
was due to the grace of God, without which 
we can do nothing. Let them say in all 
gratitude with the Psalmist: “ Not to us, 
aay not. to us; but to Thy Name give 
glory.

BACON STRONGER, 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
MANCHESTER, Saturdey. 


Business in all sections of the provisioa 
trade at this centre has been somewhat slow 
to recover after the holidays, but there is a 
rather more optinistic feeling hoticeable with 
regard to the future. It is pointed ont that 
the fiuancial position since the opening of 
the year has distinctly improved, following 
the recent reductions in the Bank rate. A 
rather sharp decline has taken place in the 
Danish official quotation this week-end, which 
is 18 kroner lower, and now stands at 280 
kroner per 100 kilos; at the corresponding 
period of last year the quotation was 326 
kroner and, in 1928, 289 kroner. Spot prices 
for Scandinavian butters have followed to the 
extent of about 10s. per ewt., but Colonial 
shows little change. There is. a distinctly 
stronger feeling in bacon, and, while Con- 
tinental cures are ós. to 4s. higher, according 
to selection, a somewhat sensational advance 
is reported in Irish, lean selections being 
quoted 10s., medium 14s., and heavy 17s. 
per cwt. dearer. There is no doubt that the 
position. has been strengthened by the re- 
ports of much smaller killings of bacon 
pigs in Denmark. Eggs have ruled quiet, 
and appear to have declined steadily sinow 
the beginning of the year. One of the lead- 
ing importers of eggs from the Irish Free 
State in Manchester shows a disposition to 
criticise the recent legislation in that country 
with regard to the exports of eggs. Mer. 
chants, he said, appreciated the improvement 
in the cleanliness and standardisation of 
Trish Free State eggs. It would he said, be 
unfortunate if the machinery intended to 
cérrect the defects of the trade should itself 
prove defective. Personally, he had reason 
to complain of the confiscation of some cases 
which were being forwarded to him by a 
shipper, whose reputation was second to 
none either in the Irish Free State or in this 
country. It was a great hardship to confis- 
cute part of a consignment, the balance of 
which on arrival commanded a premium. 
This, he thought, might be due to an error 
of judgment on the part of the Irish Free 
State officials. This had happened on nume- 
rous occasions, and if importers were to be 
deprived of supplies from’ shippers of the 
first, rank they would have to seriously con- 
sider whether it would be worth while to 
handle Free State eggs, and he thought, 
perhaps, it might be desirable for the Free 
State Minister for Agriculture to review the 
position in the light of experience. The fore- 
going is an individual experience, which may 
not perhaps occur again, but Free State eggs 
now enjoy such a good vogue in this country, 
and it would be greatly to be regretted if 
anything happened which might militate 
against their popularity. 

Supplies of live stock to Salford Cattle 
market. on Tuesday included a fair proportion 
of Irish fat cattle, dairy cows and lambs. <A 
firm tone was recorded in all departments, 
sellers holding out for full Jate rates, and 
lambs showed an advance on thé previous 
week. Arrivals of pigs to the Manchester 
market continue on the short side, and com- 
mand extreme prices. The sharp advance 
in the price of Irish bacon will, it is ex- 
pected, affect the position materially, but, 
until the market opens on Monday, it is diffi 
cult to express any definite opinion with re 
gard to the situation. At the Manchester 
Dead Meat market demand for both home- 
killed and imported is on quiet consumptive 
lines, and, taken all round, late rates are 
well maintained, 

Arrivals of dead poultry, including turkeys 
and geese, ample for the demand, and there 
is little material alteration in prices,
